Last Sunday’s NSW v. Cardiff City match at the Sydney 
Showground went pretty much the way most people expected — 


the score that is! 


If the final result — a 1-1 
draw — raised no eyebrows, 
the same cannot be said of 
the football watched by some 
18,000 spectators. 

We all knew Cardiff City 


Was not a great team, just a 


workmanlike, efficient, run-of- 
the-mill British, professional 
side, no better, no worse than 
scores of other full-time Euro- 
pean teams which still have 
to hit the high spots. 

So we can’t really say we 
were either disappointed or 
unpleasantly surprised at their 
performance, because it was 
more or less what we expect- 
ed from them. 

From the NSW _ team, 
frankly, we had hoped for 
better, brighter things.

On reflection, however, 
this optimism was quite un- 
realistic. 

How on earth can we ex- 
pect any local side, either 
on a State or national level, 
ever to rise above the medi- 
ocre gwnder our. present, 
stone-age set-up? 

How realistic is it to ex- 
pect a team which only train- 
ed twice, assembled the mor- 
ning of the match, and was 
further hampered by the late 
withdrawals of key forwards 
eve to extend, let alone beat, 
a professional team? 

The point was never driven 
home more cruelly than last 
Sunday. 

Here was a pedestrian team 
with no outstanding indi-

All four semifinalists of the 1968 Australia

The final, if it involves 
teams from. different States 
will be played on a home- 
and-away basis on the first 
two Sundays in October. 

Tf the two finalists: are 
from the same State the 
final will be held in Sydney 
or in Melbourne on Sunday, 
October 6. 

The early rounds of the 
1968 Australia Cup have 
proved a dismal flop in 
Victoria where public re- 
sponse has been almost nil. 

In Sydney, however, mid- 
week floodlit elimination 
ties attracted reasonably 
good crowds. 


The big upset so far has 
been Azzurri Perth’s second 
round 2-1 win over South 
Melbourne-Hellas, a semi- 
finalist in 1965 and 1966. 


At this early stage, 
Hakoah-Sydney must be 
favored to repeat their 1965 
Australia Cup victory, and 
are clearly the team to beat, 
but the other semifinal be- 
tween Prague and the win- 
ner of Croatia and Hakoah 
of Melbourne appears wide 
open. 


The winner of the 1968 
Australia Cup will again 
win $3,000, the runner-up 
$1,600 and the two beaten 
semifinalists $750 each.

: eae and insolence to 
senior members of constitu- 
ent clubs in a way that has 
to be seen to be believed, 
alienating almost anyone of 
experience who might be 
willing to help. 

Tt is more than a mere 
coincidence that the number 
of teams playing in the as- 
sociation has dropped dram- 
atically in the last few years. 

In spite of this undeni- 
able fact the president has 
the temerity to suggest that 
the “association is in a far 
stronger position than ever 
before.” 

If his argument is fol- 
lowed through to its logical 
eonclusion, then the 
E.S.S.F.A.. will be at its 
strongest the day it goes out 
of existence. 

I suggest that unless the 
members of the Management 
Committee forget about 
their numerous petty per- 
sonal grudges, show more 
respect to club officials and 
a greater willingness to 
listen and show more plain 
commonsense, that dark day 
may not be far off. 

Meanwhile, until

provements are made in the 
central administration of 


the district I suggest that we 
forget about criticism of the 
senior clubs and stop drag- 
ging out the xenophobic 
“red herring” of the so- 
called nationalistic clubs.

With half the championship over, the battle at both ends of the competition table is really on and the second 


round, which starts 
Hakoah, enjoying a 


this weekend, 
three-pomt lead on top, 


is the only team almost assured of a berth in

The other three. places are 
wide open, with any of six 
teams still in the running. 

At the foot of a remark- 
ably compact ladder, Manly 
and Canterbury are fighting 
it out, tooth and nail, to 
avoid relegation, but Melita 
Eagles and St. George are 
not out of the woods yet. 

This is how I see the pros- 
pects of the 12 teams as the 
second round is about to 
kick-off: 


Hakoah 


For the first time in their 
history Hakoah occupy first 
place with such a comfort- 
able lead. 

They deserve it, let me 
hasten to add. 

Hakoah are unbeaten since 
August 1967 and though 
they lost four points this sea- 
son, only against APIA, in 
very particular circumstances, 
did they ever look like losing. 

Never losing their compos- 
ure under pressure, and held 
together by stopper Allan 
Marnoch, the most useful 
player in Sydney soccer, Ha- 
koah’s defence is quite peer- 
less. 

Their forward -line on paper

Baartz, but is still a per- 
fectible. 

Once the forwards emulate 
their team-mates in defence 
there will truly be a stamp 
of greatness, still lacking now, 
about them. 

Hakoah appear a solid 
enough leader and though 
many unforeseen events may 
crop up in the next weeks, 
it will take a super-effort by 
their rivals to topple them. 


Pan Hellenic 


Pan Hellenic have never 
ever been placed so high on 
the table at this stage of the 
competition. 

Their place in the play-offs, 
however, is far from secure, 
what with so many other con- 
tenders breathing down their 
neck. 

Pan  Hellenic’s forward- 
line, so potent earlier, has 
lost some of its edge of late, 
and a big improvement is 
required in the next few 
weeks. 


Otherwise guts, fighting 


spirit and the enthusiasm of 
their fans alone won’t keep 
Pan Hellenic in the “four”. 

The team, somehow, doesn’t 
offer too many guarantees 
of consistency and, in my 
book at least, Pan Hellenic

are the likeliest to drop. out 
of the top four with Polonia 
by the time the champion- 
ship is completed. 


Polonia 

It would have taken a bold 
man to predict such an exalt- 
ed position for Polonia at the 
start of the competition.

the country’s most talented 
local-born talent, it is little 
wonder that Prague qualify 
as Sydney’s most exciting 
team. 

They still lack the polish 
and sparkle of the Prague of 
old, but Prague in 1968 has 
again become the team which 
attracts the neutral, un- 
attached spectators — those 
who appreciate the | finer 
points of the game. 


Prague are in the lucky 
position of playing eight of 
their remaining 11 matches 
at Marks Field. 

The home ground advyan- 
tage, allied to the team’s un- 
quenchable spirit and ability 
should be more than enough 
to secure their place in the 
top four. 


APIA 


APIA, I feel, represent the 
greatest threat to Hakoah’s 
championship aspirations. 

They haven’t lost in six 
weeks, and now that the many 
“unternal problems which 
plagued them in the early 
rounds have been ironed out, 
they seem set for a para- 
lyzing run in the home stra- 
ight. 

Once they recover the in- 
jured Blue, and if Giacometti 
confirms his overdue return 
to form, the APIA forward- 
line will take some stopping. 

Defenders like Van Blerk, 
Ackerley, Hughes and Bot- 
talico, still have what it 
takes to curb the most 
dangerous forwards, and I 
expect them to regroup into 
a formidable rearguard for 
the rest of the season. 

APIA may no longer have 
‘that aura of invincibility 


about them, but it still

takes a mighty strong team 
to toss them and for all 
their woes this season only 
twice have they tasted de- 
feat in the championship. 


Croatia 


After a disastrous start, 
caused by coaching problems 
and injuries to key players, 
Croatia are now among the 
form teams of the champion- 
ship.

Here in Australia most of 
us are apt to be constantly 
and thoroughly dissatisfied 
with our soccer, seeking out 
the bad features and over- 
locking the good ones. 


We are also inclined to 
believe that everybody kick- 
ing a ball in Europe is a 
genius, every match is a 
spectacular _ thriller and 
those lucky, lucky fans in 
England and elsewhere live 
a full life based largely on 
pleasure derived from 
watching grand soccer. 


Nothing could be further 
from reality. Indeed, one 
must go to Europe every 
now and then in order to 
gain or regain a correct 
perspective: 


Top European football is, 
of course, somewhat differ- 
ent from ours. 


But much of this differ- 
ence stems from their superb 


vidual brilliance. 
~The so-called “kreat play= 


in Europe; I don’t think I 
saw more than five in the 
European Champions’ Cup 
final or the European cham- 
pionship finals. 


To an increasing degree, 
coaches and managers rely 
on technically accomplished 
players who are fit, strong, 
can “read” the game and 
can fit into a required pat- 
tern. 


What does it all entail? 
Simply this: the teams I 
recently saw in action play 
like teams; most of ours 
don’t. 

The rigidly fixed positions 
in a good class European 
team no longer exist; with 
the exception of the second 
stopper or sweeper (Holcer 
of Yugoslavia, Labone of 
England, Foulkes of Man- 
chester United, etc.), all the 
others can bob up anywhere 
on the pitch. 


This is what Dr. Willy 
Meisl many years ago pre- 
dicted would be the modern 
trend and called it the 
“whirl”. 


This is more like basket- 
ball used to be where all 
five players attack and de- 
fend as the need arises. 


All this is done intelli- 
gently, with a purpose, not 
just according to the whims 
of the individual. 


To play this kind of foot- 
ball, every single player 
must be prepared to play 
off the ball which means a 
very great deal of running, 
much of it seemingly un- 
necessary. 


But this is the only way 
to create openings in the 
tight defences, to catch a 
stopper or fullback on the 
wrong foot. 


Possession of the ball is 
also vital. All teams, especi- 
ally the ball-playing sides 
like Benfica and Yugoslavia, 
stroke the ball from man to 
man, patiently, precisely,

World Club Championship
